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AGNEW RESIGNS OFFICI' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew resigned abruptly from 
office Wednesday and pleaded no contest 
to a charge of Federal income tax eva­ 
sion A judge sentenced him to a $10,000 
fine and three years’ probation 
President Nixon, expressing “ a sense of 
deep personal loss’’ over the stunning 
development, met with Democratic con­ 
gressional leaders at the White House to 
discuss 
procedural questions” on the 
selection of a successor. 
Sen. Mike Mansfield of Montana, the 
Senate majority leader, and House 
Speaker Carl Albert of Oklahoma, who is 
the President's immediate successor in 
the absence of a vice president, left the 
White House without meeting newsmen. 
Agnew’s resignation was part of an 
agreement struck by his attorbeys with 
the Justice Department that allowed him 
to plead nolo contendere — no contest — 
to a 1967 tax fraud charge and have all 
other allegations facing him dropped 
Atty 
Gen 
Elliot L. Richardson, 
appearing with Agnew in the federal 
court in Baltimore, declared that the cor­ 
ruption investigation involving the vice 
president had “ established a pattern of 
substantial cash payments" to him by 
Maryland state contractors when he was 
Baltimore county executive, governor 
and as vice president. 
These payments continued from the 
early 1960s into 1971, and one engineer 
doing business with the state made 
payoffs up to and including last 
December, Richardson said 
Although the Justice Department 
agreed to drop the charges of bribery, 
extortion and conspiracy that Agnew also 
faced, these were detailed in a 40-page 
document released through the court 
Agnew while not contesting the tax eva­ 
sion charge, denied all the others 
The thunderbolt disclosure of the 
resignation, the second by a vice presi­ 
dent in II S history, was almost casually 
revealed by a staff secretary here as 
Agnew himself was making a surprise 


appearance in the Baltimore court, 
Reading from a paper held in trembling 
hands, the 55-year-old vice president told 
U.S. District Court Judge Walter E. Hoff­ 
man that his decision to quit and plead no 
contest to the felony charge “ rests on my 
firm belief that the public interest 
requires swift disposition of the problems 
which are facing me.” 
He said his lawyers had advised him 
that a legal battle over the allegations 
against him could last for years and the 
attending publicity would divert public 
attention from other problems, “ to the 
country’s detriment.” 
Agnew s decision came unexpectedly 
after he had sought for the last several 
wepks to end widespread press specula­ 
tion that he would quit. 
Agnew admitted Wednesday to 
receiving payments in 1967 which were 
not reported on his income tax and also 
that he was aware of payments made to 
others But he denied that any payments 
had ever influenced his execution of the 
public trust as Baltimore county 
executive, governor or as vice president. 
The actual charge against him con­ 
tained in an information filed by the 
Justice Department, was that he failed to 
account for some $13.551 47 in federal 
taxes for the year 1967 
In that year, the information said, he 
reported income of $26,099 and taxes of 
$6.416 when in fact his income had been 
$55.599 owing $19,967 47 in taxes. 
As Agnew appeared in court, a letter 
was delivered to Secretary of State Henry 
A Kissinger, who under the law receives 
formal resignations of nationally elected 
officials, it read: 
“ Dear Mr Secretary: I hereby resign 
the office of vice president of the United 
States, effective immediately. Sincerely, 
Spiro T Agnew.” 
Similar letters were dispatched to 
President Nixon, and Democratic and 
Republican leaders of the House and 
Senate. 
The news of the resignation reached

(Teated five minutes of confusion. House 
Speaker Carl Albert. D-Okla., who in the 
absence of vice president is next in line to 
succeed as president, walked quickly to 
the floor, declining comment to 
reporters 
Within minutes, extra capitol 
policemen and Secret Service agents were 
stationed outside Albert’s office door. 
Nixon, on receipt of Agnew’s letter via 
his chief aide. Alexander M Haig Jr., im­ 
mediately drafted a reply at his desk in 


the Oval Office, where Agnew had in­ 
formed Nixon of his decision in a secret, 
40-minute meeting on Tuesday night. 
In his reply, addressed to “ Dear Ted,” 
Nixon said he was “deeply saddened by 
this whole course of events,” and 
described Agnew as a “ valued associate.” 
‘The most difficult decisions are often 
those that are the most personal, and I 
know your decision to resign as vice presi­ 
dent has been as difficult as any facing a 
man in public life could be," he told 
Agnew.

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Since Agnew’s involvement in the 
federal probe was first disclosed in early 
August there have been persistent reports 
that Nixon wanted him to quit and had 
tried to force him out with pressure 
applied by White House aides through the 
news media. 
The White House has denied this, 
however, and a spokesman said on 
Wednesday that Nixon “ played no direct 
role in the decision." It was, a spokesman 
said, “ a personal decision that only the 
vice president could make.” 
In the Baltimore courtroom, Richard­ 
son stated that the investigation of 
kickbacks “establishes a pattern of sub­ 
stantial cash payments to the defendant 
during the period when he served as 
governor of Maryland in return for 
engineering contracts with the state of 
Maryland ” 
He said payments by a leading uniden­ 
tified figure in one large company started 
in the early 1960s and continued into 1971 
Richardson, who two weeks ago 
ordered the evidence against Agnew to be 
submitted to the Baltimore grand jury, 
outlined the plea bargaining which took 
place between the Justice Department 
and Agnew s own lawyers, and said that 
he felt leniency in Agnew’s case was 
justified 


He asked Hoffman, in passing sentence, 
to consider Agnew’s service as vice presi­ 
dent and various other official or 
ceremonial capacities, as the nation's se­ 
cond highest elected official. 


Agnew. his face drawn and hands un­ 
steady, read his own statement before 
Hoffman and stood flanked by his at­ 
torney as one of them. Jay H. Topkis, for­ 
mally entered the plea of nolo contendere 
— no contest. 


Hoffman read a statement in which he 
said he considered Agnew’s plea as “ the 
full equivalent of a plea of guilty," and 
noted that such pleas often are accepted 
in tax cases.

Premier Golda Meir said Wednesday 
Israeli forces recaptured the Golan 
Heights and were pushing the Egyptian 
army back along the Suez Canal. She said 
the Soviet Union was pouring in arms to 
help the Arabs. 
Egypt and Syria had no immediate 
response to the claims, and accounts 
from newsmen on the Suez front said 
Egyptian forces were continuing to move 
across the canal. 
“Today I can say the heights are in our 
hands . 
. 
Mrs. Meir said. “ The 
settlers, driven away by earlier bom­ 
bardments, are returning to their 
settlements .. .. Our forces are standing 
very close to the canal and here, too. we 
are pushing back the enemy.” 
In other developments: 
— Baghdad radio said the Arab country 
of Iraq had thrown its troops and air 
force, which includes long-range 
bombers, into the five-day-old war. 
— Israeli jets carried the air war into 
Syria for the second consecutive day 
— King Hussein said Jordan had 
mobilized its reserves. 
Jordan fought with Syria and Egypt 
against Isryel in the 1967 war, but so far 
has not committed forces to the current 
fighting. 
Regarding the Soviet arms. Mrs. Meir 
said the Soviet Union had been 
“ incessantly” arming the Arab states 
since 1967, and “ even at this moment we 
have reason for saying that the weapons, 
to Syria especially, are flowing all the 
time.” 
Some Pentagon officials in Washington 
also said the Soviet Union was restocking 
the Arab arsenals. 
President Nixon said the United States 
was “ trying its best” to mediate the 
“ very dangerous situation” in the Middle 
East. 
Britain’s Foreign Ministry said 
Wednesday that Britain was banning 
arms sales to the Middle East. A Pen­ 
tagon spokesman declined comment 
when asked about U.S. aid to Israel, but 
there was no indication that the United 
States was cutting back its arms sales to 
Tel Aviv. 
Syria and Egypt countered the Israeli 
claims of victory in skies, and reported 
shooting down a total of 24 Israeli 
warplanes. Israel claimed it shot down 
20 Syrian and Egyptian fighter planes. 
Neither side gave its own losses. 
Israel had claimed once before that its 
forces had pushed the Egyptians back to 
the canal and had cleared the Golan 
Heights of Syrian forces, but on Tuesday 
an Israeli general conceded that Israel’s 
tactical advantage was not that bright. 
“ We have moved to the offensive 
almost everywhere.” Mrs. Meir said 
Wednesday in a televised address. “ There 
is absoultely no doubt about the result of 
the war. We will win it.” 


In part of her speech, Mrs. Meir in­ 
dicated Israel’s goal may be to advance 
beyond the cease-fire lines that existed 
before the war broke out Saturday. 
\ 


“ We want to hit them, force them back 
across the lines, and push them beyond 
the lines” to prevent any renewed Arab 
attack, she said. The premier did not 
elaborate. 
"The war could be a long one,” said 
Maj Gen Samuel Gonen. Israeli com­ 
mander on the Sinai front 
Tel Aviv and Damascus reported 
savage air clashes over the Golan Heights 
battleground and during the Israeli raids 
on targets in the Syrian heartland E:ach 
side claimed the other suffered heavy 
losses. 
The Iraqi announcement that its air 
and land forces were fighting on both 
fronts made it the third major Arab coun­ 
try to enter the fight against the Israelis 
in the fourth broad Arab-Israeli conflict 
since 1948. 
Other Arab countries have pledged sup­ 
port to Egypt and Syria and some have 
sent token contingents. 
The Beirut newspaper An Nahar 
reported Iraq has committed 18.000 
troops and 100 tanks along with an un­ 
disclosed amount of air power to back 
Syria on the Golan front and Egypt in the 
Sinai battle. 
The Israeli military command claimed 
its raiding jets inflicted “considerable 
damage” on the French-built Damascus 
airport and also blasted Syrian naval 
headquarters on the Mediterranean and 
other strategic targets in Syria and Egypt 
But Syria claimed its air defenses rose 
to meet the four jets attacking over 
Damascus and blasted three of them out 
of the sky before they could get near the 
airport, the fourth Israeli jet fled with 
Syrian MIGs in hot pursuit and was 
downed before it could reach safety in 
Israeli skies. Damascus said

MEXICO CITY (AP) — An armed man 
took over a Mexican jetliner on the 
ground Wednesday, but security men cap­ 
tured him shortly after he made his 
move, authorities said.

Four stewardesses also were on the 
plane, but the pilot and copilot had not 
yet boarded, the spokesman said.

On a background basis which 
precluded their identification, 
other officials, apparently acting 
upon instructions laid down by 
the State Department, readily 
volunteered information about 
the reported Soviet airlift. 
The fact that officials who un- 
til Wednesday had been 
extremely reluctant to discuss 
any details of the Middle East 
war were now willing to talk 
openly about the soviet resupply 
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effort prompted immediate 
speculation that the administra­ 
tion might be laying the ground­ 
work for resupplying the forces 
of Israel. 
Diplomatic sources reported 
that Israel already had ap­ 
proached the United States 
about speeding up the delivery 
of military equipment promised 
Israel before the outbreak of 
hostilities last Saturday. This 
would include accelerated 
deliveries of F4 Phantom jet 
fighters, which Israel has been 
losing at a high rate to Soviet- 
built antiaircraft missiles used 
by the Egyptian and Syrian 
forces. 
Within administration circles 
there is a growing realization 
that the Israeli forces, which 
were equipped to fight a short, 
decisive war. cannot fight a 


protracted war of attrition 
against the numerically superior 
Arab forces without the 
assurance of some resupply by 
the U S 
According to diplomatic and 
military sources, Israel’s con­ 
cern is not so much an im­ 
mediate replacement of lost 
m ilita ry 
equipm ent 
as 
assurances it can count on 
American resupply if it commits 
its present forces and runs into 
unexpected losses. 
The exact nature of the Soviet 
airlift remains unclear to U.S. of­ 
ficials. All that is known, accor­ 
ding to officials, is that in the 
past day or so, an unusually large 
number of Soviet transports 
have been observed flying into 
airports in Egypt and Syria The 
presumption is that the planes 
are carrying military equipment 
to replace that expended or lost 
by the Arab forces. 
The airlift, officials reported, 
was being staged primarily out 
of Hungary, with the planes 
flying down over the Mediterra­ 
nean. 
Diplomatic sources 
reported that about 30 planes 
had been observed landing at 
Syrian airports since Tuesday 
afternoon. The number going to 
Egyptian airports was not dis­ 
closed.

Virginia Beach. Va. (AP) — A 
Boeing 707 with Israeli markings 
on its tail section was loaded 
with missiles and bombs at 
Oceana Naval Air Station 
Wednesday, the Norfolk Ledger- 
Star reported.

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New Procedure Ready For Filling Vacancy

Washington — The problem now facing Presi­ 
dent Nixon and Congress — how to fill a vice 
presidental vacancy 
has been a recurrent one in 
United States history, but for the first time, a 
procedure exists for filling this vacancy. 
This procedure is outlined — and only out­ 
lined, leaving complex questions to be answered by 
Congress — bi the 25th Amendment to the 
( onstitution, which became law with its ratifica­ 
tion by the required 38 states in February, 1967, 
;ilmost two years after its approval by Congress in 
the summer of 1965. 


The amtmdmenfs provisions are designed to 
deal with both the matter of presidential disability 
and ot a possible “vacancy in the office of the vice 


president,” a situation that has existed for a total of 
.37 years as the result of death, succession to the 
presidency or, on one previous occasion, a vice 
president's resignation. 
The sections of the amendment considered to 
be crucial were th«?e that closely defined presiden­ 
tial disability and the proc^ures to be followed in 
the event of presidential incapacity to fulfill the 
duties of the office. 
The original constitutional clause. Clause 6 of 
Article II, did not define “disability" clearly, nor 
did it establish how it would be judged or by 
whom, it called on Congress to decide on the 
successor to the presidency if both the president 
and (he vice president died, resigned or were dis­ 
abled. 


l>ater legislation established, and changed, the 


order of succession, but did not consider the 
possibility that the vice presidency might become 
vacant. 


President Eisenhower's precarious health, 
followed by a new recognition of the Importance of 
a vice president as successor — prompted in large 
part by the 1963 assassination' of President 
Kennedy — was the spur to congressional action on 
the 25th amendment. 
The major difficulty in drawing up the amend­ 
ment was a two-month hassle between the Senate 
and House conferees on the question of whether to 
set a time limit for Congress to challenge a 
presidential assertion that his "inability” no longer 
existed. 
As for the vice presidential question, Section 2 
of the amendment reads simply ; 


Whenever there Is a vacancy in the office of 
the vice president, the president shall nominate a 
vice president who shall take office upon confirma­ 
tion by a majority vote of both houses of 
Congress,”

Man From Bug Tussle 
I s Next I n Succession 


Oklahoma City (AP) - Until a 
successor is sworn in for Vice 
Prc'sident Spiro Agnew, a man 
from the unlikely place of Bug 
Tussle. Okla., is the proverbial 
heartbeat from the presidency. 
When Agnew resigned 
Wednesday, House Speaker Carl 
Albert automatically became 
next in succession to President 
Nixon. Within minutes, extra 
( apitol policemen were assigned 
to guard duty outside Albert’s of­ 
fice m Washington 
Shortly afterward. Secret Ser­ 
vice agents were assigned to 
guard him 


Under the new presidential 
succession amendment, the 
speaker of the House is next in 
line after the vice president. 
And. with no vice president at 
the moment, that means Albert 
is the No. 2 man in the national 
government. 
The succession amendment 
provides for the President to 
name a successor to Agnew as 
vice president. His choice must 
be confirmed by both houses of 
Congress 
Elected In 1946 
Albert, a 6 5 -year-old 
Democrat from the southeast 
"Little Dixie” section of 
Oklahoma, was elected to the 
House in 1946. A tiny 5-foot4, his 
slogan in that first campaign was 
“From a Cabin in the Cotton to 
Congress" 
» 
The humble origin was 
authentic, but Albert has 
roamed far from his mostly rural 
home area. 
He won a Phi Beta Kappa key 
at the University of Oklahoma 
and a Rhodes Scholarship 
provided two years of study at 
Oxford University in England, 


Speaker Carl Albert 
where he earned bachelor of arts 
and bachelor of law degrees 
He also studied for a time at 
the University of Madrid before 
returning to McAlester, Okla., 
and opening a law practice. 
Early Orator 
Albert first made use of his 
voice in high school when he 
won the state prep oratorical 
championships in 1926 and 1927. 
He captured the national inter­ 
collegiate oratorical cham­ 
pionship and a $1,500 prize in 
1928 
The son of a coal miner and te­ 
nant farmer. Albert used the 
money to continue his education 
at the university after finishing 
at a one-room schoolhouse 
across the fields from the Albert 
farm. 
Albert was just getting his 
hometown law practice going 
when it was interrupted by 
Wcwld War II. He pined the 
Army in June 1941, five months 
before Pearl Harbor, was 
transfered to the Air Force and 
served in the Pacific. He was dis­ 
charged as a lieutenant colonel. 
He was beginning to re­ 
establish his law career when, on 


the night before the filing 
deadline, he learned that the in­ 
cumbent congressman from 
Oklahoma's 3rd District was not 
going to seek re-election. 
Won Narrowly 
Albert rushed to Oklahoma 
City to file, then threw himself 
into the Democratic Primary, 
which he won over three other 
candidates by 359 votes. He won 
the general election that fall and 
has been re-elected every two 
years since. 
In his first campaign for the 
House, Albert expressed his 
political philosophy this way: 
‘‘Listen to the people, sure. Hear 
their arguments on all questions 
and weigh all sides. But have 
convictions of your own and act 
on them, even when they don't 
jibe with the popular wishes. 
You'll have to stand or fall on 
that basis" 
In following that philosophy, 
he prompted a congressional 
colleague to remark at one point, 
“ He is the only man who could 
survive in that district with his 
liberal voting record. He can 
vote any way he wants to and 
they have such faith in his in­ 
tegrity and good sense they 
figure he had a good reason to do 
it, even if they don't agree.” 
A protege of the late House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn of Texas, 
Albert rose rapidly to 
prominence in Congress. He 
became Democratic whip in 1954 
and in 1961 succeded Rep. John 
W. 
McCormack 
of 
Massachusetts as majority floor 
leader. 
It was McCormack whom 
Albert succeeded again, this 
time as speaker when the 
Massachusetts congressman 
retired in 1970.

Nebraska Political Leaders 
Express Concern For Reaction 


Nebraska political leaders 
expressed shock at the news of 
the vice president's resignation 
Wednesday and several added 
expressions of concern about the 
effect on public opinion and the 
political system 
Rep Charles Thone, in a state­ 
ment issued by his Washington 
office, said he was “ deeply 
worried about how the attitudes 
of citizens, particularly young 
pt'ople, may be affected by all of 
the recent revelations and ac­ 
cusations of wrongdoing.” 
Said the First District con­ 
gressman; “At this point it is 
most important to stress that the 
vast majority of those who hold 
or seek high public office are 
people of outstanding character 
. . . both Democrats and 
Republicans." 
‘Most Concerned’ 
“ I :uTi most concerned about 
wtiat effect this whole affair will 
have on the future of, and the 
confidence in, the American 
political system," Gov. J. J. 
Hixon told the .Associated Press. 
"I was surprised to learn of 
the vice president's sudden 
resignation today, since from the 
very beginning he had main­ 
tained innocence and had 
pledged to carry out his rights in 
court." Exon said. He termed it 
one of the great tragedies that 
has come to the American 
system of government 


“1 felt like I’d been punched in 
the stomach,” Lt. Gov. Frank 
Marsh said. He also expressed 
concern that the public would 
cast an unduly cynical eye 
toward politicians and pcrfitics at 
all levels of government. 


Rep John Y. McCollister said 
his reaction “is one of sadness 
for the vice president and his 
family and for the nation.” 
“I am glad .Mr. Agnew decided 
to resign at this time and that 
the nation was spared a long 
drawn out trial that surely would 
have resulted,” McCoJhster said. 
Favors Ford 
McCollister said he would 
favor House .Minority Leader 
Gerald Ford as a successor to 
Agnew, and that there is-quite a 
bit of talk in the House about 
Ford." 


Rep Dave Martin said he ap­ 
proved of Agnew s action. 


"1 note in his statement he 
said he was doing it in the best 
interests of our country." Martin 
said “This is of tremendous im­ 
portance because a long case in 
court could create not only a 
great deal of uncertainty, but 
hesitation in the operation of the 
government, and the executive 
branch would lose a great deal of 
Its power." 


Martin said he would not 
speculate on an Agnew 
successor, but noted that “The 
House Democratic leadership 
has said it will not vote to con­ 
firm the President’s nominee for 
the office unless the nominee 
agrees not to be a candidate for 
president in 1976." 


Barrett ‘Shocked’ 
State Republican Chairman 
William Barrett said he was 
“ surprised and shocked” at 
Agnew’s action. 


"I am personally disappointed 
that it came to a resignation 
because I think that Agnew is 
basically a fighter,” Barrett said. 


Nebraska’s Republican 
National Committeeman, Dick 
Herman, said he was “very sur­ 
prised and very’ disappointed” 
by Agnew s announcement. 


Herman said he believed 
President Nixon would look to 
three men as possible 
replacements for Agnew. They 
would include GOP Chairman 
George Bush, California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, or New York’s 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller. 


Sen. Roman Hruska said in a 
statement issued by his office 
that he was “saddened and 
shocked to learn of Vice Presi­ 
dent Agnew’s resignation” but 
said he could not comment on 
the merit of the action because 
he had not yet read the vice 
president's statements. 


On Committee- 
Hruska noted that Sen.

He 
declined to speculate on a possi­ 
ble successor. 
Dyas said the “initial shock

Washington (AP) — Here is the written 
version of the statement by Spiro T. 
Agnew to the court in Balitmore; 
“My decision to resign and enter a plea 
of nolo contendere rests on my firm 
belief that the public interest requires 
swift disposition of the problems which 
are facing me. I am advised that a full 
legal defense of the probable charges 
against me could consume several years. I 
am concerned that intense media interest 
in the case would distract public attention 
from important national problems — to 
the country’s detriment. 
“ I am aware that witnesses are 
prepared to testify that I and my agents 
received payments from consulting 
engineers doing business with the state of 
Maryland during the period I was gover­ 
nor. With the exception of the admission 
that follows, I deny the assertions of il­ 
legal acts on my part made by the govern­ 
ment witnesses. 
"I admit that I did receive payments 
during the year 1967 which were not 
expended for political purposes, and that, 
therefore, these payments were income 
taxable to me in that year and that I so 
knew. I further acknowledge that con­ 
tracts were awarded by state agencies in 
1967 and other years to those who made 
such paymnets, and that I was aware of 
such awards. 
" I am aware that government 
witnesses are prepared to testify that 
preferential treatment was accorded to 


the paying companies pursuant to an un­ 
derstanding wityh me when I was the 
governor 
“ 1 streis. however, that no contracts 
were awarded to contractors who were 
not competent to perform the work and 
in most instances state contracts were 
awarded without any arrangement for the 
payment of money by the contractor 
“1 deny that the payments in any way 
influenced my "official actions. I am con­ 
fident, moreover, that testimony 
presented in my behalf would make it 
clear that I at no time conducted my of­ 
ficial duties as county executive or gover­ 
nor of Maryland in a manner harmful to 
the interests of the county or state, or my 
duties as vice president of the United 
States in a manner harmful to the nation, 
and. further assert that my acceptance of 
contributions was part of a long- 
established pattern of political fund­ 
raising in the state At no time have I 
enriched myself at the expen.se of the 
public trust. 
“In all the circumstances. I have con­ 
cluded that protracted proceedings 
before the grand jury, the Congress and 
the courts, with the speculation and con­ 
troversy surrounding them, would 
seriously prejudice the national interest. 
“These, briefly stated, are the reasons I 
am entering a plea of nolo contendere to 
the charge that 1 did receive payments in 
1967 which I failed to report for the pur­ 
poses of income taxation.”

Dear Ted; 
The most difficult decisions are often 
tho.se that are the most personal, and I 
know your decision to resign as vice presi­ 
dent has been as difficult as any facing a 
man in public life could be. Your depar­ 
ture from the administration leaves me 
with a great sense of personal loss. You 
have been a valued associate throughout 
these nearly five years that we have 
served together. However, I respect your 
decision, and I also respect the concern 
for the national interest that led you to 
conclude that a resolution of the matter 
in this way, rather than through an 
extended battle in the courts and the con­ 
gress, was advisable in order to prevent a 
protracted period of national division and 
uncertainty. 


As Vice President, you have addressed 
the great issues of our times with courage 
and candor. Your strong patriotism, and 
your profound dedication to the welfare 
of the nation, have been an inspiration to 
all who have .served with you as well as to 
millions of others throughout the coun­ 
try.

Ev ents hav e really 
b een in the saddle. They hav e 
re d u c e d 
h is 
p o p u la rity , 
destroy ed his v ice p resident, in­ 
dicted some of the p rincip al 
memb ers of his Cab inet, forced 
the resignation of his old b u ddies 
on the White Hou se staff, and 
now p rodu ced a new war in the 
most critical area of the world. 


All this ha s no t o nly sta rtled 
hut sa ddened Wa shing to n. 


It was the assu mp tion of this 
adm inistration that it cou ld 
p rodu ce p eace, b u t now it has 
another war , that it cou ld reach 
an accommodation with the 
Sov iets and the Chinese ab ou t a 
new order in the world, b u t now 
the Sov iets are say ing p leasant 
things on the "hot line," b u t 
prov oking Algeria and Jordan to 
destroy Israel 


Also, it was the assu mp tion of 
this administration that it was 
the sy mb ol of law and order, 
ev en that it cou ld imp ose a new 
moral order on the Rep u b lic, b u t 
now it has b een cau ght b reaking 
the law. and the resignation of 
the v ice p resident is not the end 
of the story . 
A Cha nce 
Still, with the resignation of 
Agnew. and the ou tb reak of war 
in the Middle East, there is a 
chance now to look at all these 
ev ents and p ersonal tragedies

A nd th is is w h a t 
Washington is now watching for. 
It hasn't the v agu est idea of how 
Nix on will ap p roach this new 
situ ation, so it waits, not really 
knowing him after all these 
y ears, and asks q u estions.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Spiro 
T. Agnew mov ed swiftly across 
the American 
p olitical scene 
from ob scu rity to a term as a 
controv ersial v ice p resident and 
finally to a du b iou s p lace in 
history , as the first v ice p resi­ 
dent to face formal criminal 
charges 
Agnew resigned Wednesday 
and p leaded no contest to a 
felony charge of federal income 
tax ev asion. 
He was gov ernor of Mary land 
and the ob ject of cou ntless 
"S p iro W ho0" jokes when 
Richard M Nix on chose him as 
his ru nning mate at the 1968 
Rep u b lican 
National 
Conv en­ 
tion 
In his first term as v ice p resi­ 
dent he often had the role of 
sharp -tongu ed attacker of the 
p olitical op p osition and of the 
news media. 
Bu t when the Nix on ad­ 
ministration fou nd itself u nder 
siege after the disclosu res of the 
W a te rga te 
a ffa ir. 
A gnew 
remained u ntou ched. 
Then, on Au g. 2. he was told in 
a letter from U.S. Atty . George 
Beall in Baltimore that he was 
u nder inv estigation for p ossib le 
v iolations of ex tortion, b rib ery 
and income tax iaws. 
The v ice p resident denied the 
c h a rge s and c a lle d them 
"damned lies." 


Two months later, Agnew told 
a c h e e r ing a u d ie nc e of 
R ep u b lican women 
in Los 
Angeles that "I intend to stay 
and fight.” He v owed he wou ld 
not resign ev en if indicted. 
"I am innocent of the charges 
against me,” he said. 
Agnew was the second v ice 
p resident to resign. John C. 
Calhou n resigned Dec. 28, 1832, 
to b ecome a senator from Sou th 
Carolina. Calhou n, who had 
b een p olitically at odds with 
President Andrew Jackson, had 
ru n in a sp ecial election for a 
v acancy cau sed b y the resigna­ 
tion of Sen. Rob ert Y. Hav ne. 


Earlier this y ear, he told a 
grou p of Harv ard stu dents in 
rep ly to a theoretical q u estion 
ab ou t Watergate: “One thing is 
clear, and that is what I said 
b efore — if I fou nd my self u n­ 
ab le to continu e on a b asis of 
conscience I wou ldn’t stay here 


as v ice p resident . . . I wou ld 
hav e to resign." 
In doing so W ednesday , 
Agnew told the cou rt he did so 
b ecau se the lengthy trial which 
wou ld resu lt if he fou ght the 
charges wou ld b e div isiv e for the 
cou ntry . 
Thu s came to a halt the good 
fortu ne Agnew has ex p erienced 
throu gh life in working his way 
u p 
from a 
kid 
h a w king 
v egetab les on a Baltimore street 
to the nation’s second highest 
electiv e office. 
Agnew was b orn Nov . 9, 1918, 
to a Greek immigrant father and 
a Virginia-raised mother. His 
father, who changed his name 
from Anagnostop ou los. was in 
the restau rant 
b u siness in 
Baltimore and b ecame a leader 
in the city ’s Greek commu nity . 
After Agnew gradu ated from 
high school, he attended Johns 
Hopkins Univ ersity , majoring in 
chemistry . The cu rricu lu m gav e 
him trou b le and after three 
y ears he transferred to ev ening 
classes in law at the Univ ersity 
of Baltimore, working day s at an 
insu rance comp any . It was there 
that he met his wife. Ju dy . 
World War II came, he joined 
the Army , b ecame an officer and 
serv ed with an armored div ision 
in Eu rop e. Agnew retu rned to 
Baltimore at the end of the war 
and to law school. 
Liv ing in su b u rb an Baltimore, 
Agnew in 1962 was elected 
Baltimore Cou nty ex ecu tiv e. In 
1966, he was a racial moderate — 
in a b order state where op en 
hou sing was an issu e which sp lit 
the D em ocrats — and was 
elected gov ernor, 
the state’s 
fifth GOP ex ecu tiv e in its 
history . 
In the su mmer of 1968, he was 
u nknown ou tside his home state 
when Nix on p icked him to b e his 
ru nning mate. Agnew said at the 
time he was stu nned. "I had no 
idea that this was going to 
hap p en. It came as a b olt ou t of 
the b lu e.” 
After the nomination he said 
he had to b ecome a hou sehold 
word. He did that and more — 
he b ecame the darling of conser­ 
v ativ e Rep u b licans. 
Du ring that first camp aign, 
Agnew hammered hard and con­ 
tinu ou sly on his fav orite theme 
of law and order. 
He term ed stu dent dissenters 


"b asically p arasitic." 
In 
one 
sp eech he describ ed Vice Presi­ 
dent Hu b ert H. Hu mp hrey , the 
D e m o c ra tic 
p r e s id e ntia l 
nominee, as b eing "sq u ishy 
soft" on Commu nism. Agnew 
sev eral times ap ologized and 
said it was a b lu nder if he left 
the imp ression that he con­ 
sidered Hu mp hrey was not loy al. 
After the election Agnew was 
giv en many assignm ents b y 
N ix on. He p a rtic ip a te d in 
Cab inet meetings and in Nix on’s 
m eetings w ith Cap itol Hill 
leaders. He headed the sp ace 
task force. In all, Agnew chaired 
a total of 13 cou ncils and com­ 
missions. 
Agnew grew to b e a p op u lar 
sp eaker at Rep u b lican Party 
gatherings. 
In late 
1969 he 
retu rned to the rhetoric of his 
camp aign. He denou nced an­ 
tiwar p rotesters b y say ing, "A 
sp irit of national masochism 
p rev ails, encou raged b y an effete 
corp s of imp u dent snob s who 
characterized themselv es as in­ 
tellectu als.” 
Nex t, the news media came 
into his sights. 
In a magazine interv iew he 
said he felt at times that those 
w riting for the p ap ers, p ar­ 
ticu larly the "b ig city lib eral 
media, (were) ab ou t the most 
su p erficial thinkers I’v e ev er 
seen.” 
In a sp eech in Des Moines, 
Iowa, Agnew b lasted the telev i­ 
sion networks and their com­ 
mentators. He called them "a 
tiny and closed fraternity of 
p riv ileged men. elected b y no 
one and enjoy ing a monop oly 
sanctioned and licensed b y the 
gov ernment." 
Prior to the 197 0 off-y ear elec­ 
tions, Agnew threw himself into 
the camp aigning with zeal. He 
said he wanted the v oters to 
reject 
"radical 
lib erals” 
— 
whom he defined as those who 
cou ld b e "dep ended u p on to 
v ote against the interests of law 
and order and against the in­ 
terests of a rep resentativ e socie­ 
ty and against the foreign policy 
of the United States v irtu ally 
ev ery tim e." 
Less was heard from Agnew in 
the nex t two y ears and there was 
a q u estion whether Nix on wou ld 
pick him to ru n again He did, 
b u t shortly after th eir re- 
election, Agneu Is staff was cu t 


and his office was mov ed from 
the White Hou se to the Old 
Ex ecu tiv e Office Bu ilding 
Then Nix on was rep orted to 
hav e told a v isitor that John B 
Connally wou ld b e the likely 
197 6 GOP p residential nominee, 
rather than Agnew 
Agnew got no b acking from 
the White Hou se, in the v iew of 
his friends.

Washington (U P I) — The 
nation s 23 m illion aged 
Medicare beneficiaries will have 
to pay $84 toward their 
hospitalization beginning Jan 21 
instead of the current $72. the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare (HEW ) an­ 
nounced Wednesday. 


This is more than double the 
$40 paid by beneficiaries when 
the program began in 1906. 


The increase in out-of-pocket 
hospital expenses, necessary 
because of rising hospital costs, 
was approved by the Cost of 
Living Council. HEW Secretary 
Caspar W Weinberger said 


The council last year turned 
down a scheduled $8 increase in 
charges to Medicare hospital 
patients and held it to $4. thus 
forcing the next increase to $12, 
an HEW spokesman said, 
Based on a national average of 
hospital costs, which now exceed 
$100 a day m some areas, the $84 
represents the average daily cost 
of all hospital services for 
Medicare patients including a 
bed in a semiprivate room, 
meals, operating room charges, 
medical equipment, 
hospital- 
furnished drugs and nursing 
care

U N IT E D N A T IO N S, N Y. 
(AP) — Cuba’s foreign minister 
broke from his seat in the 
General Assembly Wednesday 
night and rushed with some of 
his aides toward the podium 
where the ambassador of Chile's 
new military government was 
assailing Fidel Castro 
Other diplomats moved in to 
stop the Cubans and then U N 
guards intervened

N i c a r a g u a n 
delegates then rose from their 
seats and began shouting the 
same names at the Cubans, 
The General Assembly was 
only about a quarter filled and 
most of those present were Latin 
Americans.

By ROBERT PETERSON 
Anticipation is often sweeter 
than realization Knowing this, 
we should put down on paper 
the things we’d enjoy doing 
when we get our gold watch. We 
may be unable to accomplish all 
the things listed, but we’ll enjoy 
the anticipation 
Giving specific form to retire­ 
ment wishes may help them 
come true When we know exact­ 
ly what we want, dynamic forces 
nudge us into paths which sur- 
mourt obstacles and guide us to 
eventual achievement 
Here’s a letter from a retired 
electrician who says that shortly 
after he and his wife passed 40, 
they wrote down half a dozen 
things they hoped to enjoy when 
they retired — far, far in the 
future. All were things they 
wanted but felt they couldn’t af­ 
ford At that point they doubted 
if they’d ever realize these 
wishes, but the fact that they 
were specific sparked a program 
of savings 
“I was 44 years old when we 
set up a special savings account 
we labeled our ‘bonbon writes 
Henry S Thomason, 68 
“For 
the next two decades we 
dropped into this account any

extra money that came our way 
or that we saved through thrift. 
It usually added up to 150 or 160 
a month 
“ We promised ourselves that 
if my pension and the Social 
Security proved sufficient we’d 
blow the bonbon on luxuries 
“When I retired at 66, we 
found our fixed income for the 
future a little over $450 monthly 
Our home was paid for and we 
had a few thousand in bonds for 
emergencies, so we felt we could 
revel in some luxuries at last 
Our bonbon over the 22-year 
period had grown to a mighty 
$18,000 ” Here are the six things 
the Thomasons have done with 
the money: 
1. A trip to Scotland. Shortly 
after retiring they flew to 
Glasgow, homeland of their 
ancestors, and spent three 
months. Cost for both of them: 
$1,800 
2 A shop in the basement Mr 
Thomason said he’d enjoyed 
woodworking all his life but 
never had proper equipment. So 
he bought a full set of new 
power tools and now spends 
several hours a day making 
reproductions of antique fur­ 
niture Cost: $1,200 


3 A motor boat No more row­ 
boats for the Thomasons, 
This one that they keep at a 
marina on Chicago’s North Side 
cost $800 
4 A mink coat for the missus 
It’s a foolish extravagance, but 
Mrs. Thomason says she gets 
more pleasure from this furpiece 
than the mink who grew it. Cost 
$900 
5. A small greenhouse They 
both like plants and flowers, so 
they bought materials for a small 
heated greenhouse they’ve built 
just off their kitchen. Cost $1,* 
0 0. * 
6 A new car every three years 
During their working years they 
thriftily drove secondhand cars. 
But not anymore Annual cost: 
$600 
It's not a good idea to put all 
pleasures in cold storage until 
you re tire . But th e re ’s 
something refreshing and in­ 
spiring about this couple who 
had the good sense to make a list 
of things they really craved, and 
to postpone luxuries until they 
could really afford them Just 
having that list gave them the 
sweet pleasures of anticipation.

Council President I,avon Pe­ 
terson of Omaha and several 
other blind persons spoke in be­ 
half of McDermott, and a mo­ 


tion was made to launch an in­ 
vestigation. 
Rick Agnew said the gover­ 
nor's committee violated open 
meetings laws when it made its 
vote of its recommendation be­ 
hind closed doors. Agnew. who 
made the motion for a probe, 
also alleged that the committee 
failed to give adequate notice of 
the public meeting in Lincoln.

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Newsprint Pinch 
Has Benefits, Too 


By The Associated Press 


The newsprint shortage has 
forced the nation’s newspapers 
to experiment with the kind and 
amount of news they offer Some 
editors see unexpected benefits 
in the cutbacks they have had to 
make 
The Associated Press 
Managing Editors Association 
mailed questionnaires on the 
newsprint shortage and its 
effects to its members. 
The APME survey showed 
that 295 of the 470 newspapers 
which replied cut some news 
from the paper. Others cut 
advertising or reduced circula­ 
tion 
Almost 100 of the papers 
reported that there was a good 
side to the shortage Fifty-two of 
the newspapers said they would 
not reinstate all of the material 
they cut because they discovered 
some was outmoded or un­ 
needed Thirty-three papers said 
the newsprint shortage caused 
tighter writing and editing and 
six papers said they received 
valuable response from readers 
as a result of the crunch 
“ We realized that many 
sacred cows’ were not so 
revered when their excom­ 
munication provoked little, if 
any. adverse reaction.” said a 
spokesman for the Herald 
Dispatch of Huntington. W Va 
The Review Tim es of 
Fostoria, Ohio, said it was using 
the shortage ‘‘as an excuse to 
make a number of changes 
we've been unable to make 
before " The Asbury Park. N J . 
Press said the tight paper situa­ 
tion was ‘‘a great excuse to cut 
out traditional nonnews " 
The Union, in Grass Valley, 
Calif., said it “ cleaned up 
typography — eliminated space 
waste ” 
The newspapers also said they 
learned more about what people 
want to read. 
“ We learned that bridge 
column fans are fanatics,” said 
the Minneapolis Star 
“ We ve found what we can 
drop and what we can t.” agreed 
the 
Herald-Telephone of 
Bloomington. Ind 
“ Dropped 
half the comics one day and 
were deluged with protest 
Response to other deletions, 
hasn’t been comparable.” 
Some papers said they had 
made plans in case the shortage 
— caused by strikes at mills and 
railroads in Canada — gets 
worse. 
DeWitt H 
Scott, executive 
editor of The Express of Easton. 
Pa., said he had a detailed plan 
of action in case further cut­ 
backs are necessary. 
”1 think newspapers should 
have such battle plans ready just 


as they do for a racial riot, a bliz­ 
zard. flood or other emergency,” 
Scott said. “ Above all. I think we 
should be forthright with our 
readers, telling them in front­ 
page stories what we are doing 
and why Part of our ... plan­ 
ning. for instance, involves 
asking the readers to advise us 
on what they consider most 
expendable " 
The Clearwater. Fla , Sun. 
however, said “reader response 
is a had guide for eliminating 
most types of material Perhaps 
we have benefitted from a more 
intense self-examination.” 
Most papers said the readers 
really didn’t react to cutbacks. 
Only 39 editors reported 
overwhelmingly negative reac­ 
tion from readers; many others 
said the readers weren’t happy, 


but accepted the situation with 
understanding. 
Things like the crossword puz­ 
zle. the comics, the horoscope 
and the bridge column drew the 
most protests, editors said 
The Minneapolis Tribune said 
it got 109 calls the first day after 
it dropped the crossword puzzle, 
It was restored The Morning 
Record of Meriden, Conn , 
reinstated the horoscope after 
protests from readers. 
The type and size of cutbacks 
varied with the size and location 
of the newspaper. 
One of the survey questions 
asked newspapers which they 
would cut first: international 
news, national news, features 
and women's news, sports or 
local news. Of the 295 papers 
which responded that they had 
cut some news. 140 said they cut 
international news first. 35 said 
national news, 67 reported 
features and women’s news. 14 
said sports and 11 said local 
news. The remainder cut stock 
lists or TV schedules or other 
tabular material. 
Another question asked the 
papers to specify the categories 
which they had cut. 
Two-hundred twenty-one 
papers said they cut at least 
some syndicated 
feature 
material — things like opinion 
columns. The cuts ranged from 
an average of three columns of 
space a day in the smaller papers 
to an average of nearly five 
columns of space in papers with 
circulations from 75.000 to 200,- 
000 
In other findings: 
— 212 papers said they cut 
some wire service features 
— 174 papers reported cutting 
some hard news from news ser­ 
vices about the day’s events. 
— 136 papers cut back the 
comics. 
Some newspapers — 199 of the 
470 included in the total -— said 
the paper shortage caused them 
to change their basic design 
Eight papers cut the size of 
photos; 44 reduced the size of 
headlines. 28 cut back on the 
amount of blank space around 
news or advertising. 11 made 
type smaller, and 10 made major 
changes in their editorial pages 
to include advertising or general 
news 
The survey found 201 
newspapers using AP news sum­ 
maries some or all of the time. 
The summaries, condensations 
of w orld, national and 
Washington news, were in­ 
augurated by AP to help 
newspapers conserve space 
during the newsprint pinch. 
Only 47 per cent of the 
newspapers with a circulation of 
over 200,000 said they cut the 
amount of news in the paper as a 
result of the shortage Sixty per 
cent of the papers with a circula­ 
tion under 25.000 cut news; 70 
per cent with a circulation 
between 25.000 and 75.000 
reduced the news, and 73 per 
cent of the 75.000 to 100.000 
group made news cutbacks 
The cuts varied in size. In the 
under-25.000 circulation bracket, 
the typical reduction was 40 
columns a day or 60 per cent of 
the size of the paper. In the over- 
200. 000 category, the most com­ 
mon cutback was also 40 
columns, but it comprised only 
20 per cent of the space normally 
devoted to news. 
Fewer than 9 per cent of the 
papers responding to the survey 
cut advertising, and ad reduction 
was more common in larger 
papers.

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War Power Bill 
OKd By Senate 


Washington (U PI) 
- The 
Senate Wednesday gave final ap­ 
proval to a bill limiting presiden­ 
tial warmaking powers The vote 
was 75 to 20, far more than the 
two-thirds needed to override a 
threatened veto bv President 
Nixon. 


Approval came on a roll call 
vote about half an hour after 
news of Vice President Spiro T 
Agnew s resignation began cir­ 
culating in the Senate chamber. 
A scheduled three-hour debate 
was cut short by about an hour 
The measure prohibits the 
President from com m itting 
troops to battle for more than 90 
days 
without specific con­ 
gressional authorization, and 
gives Congress power to end 
hostilities earlier than that by a 
simple majority vote not subject 
to veto 
But the bill, product of a con- 
ference between the House and 
Sen ate to reso lve e a rlie r 
differences, drew significant op­ 
position from Sen 
Thom as 
Kagleton, D Mo., and other 
liberals 
Kagleton charged during a 
bitter debate with Sen Jacob 
Javits, R-N Y . floor manager of 
the measure, that the conference 
report considerably weakened 
the earlier Senate measure and 
was. in effect. "an open-ended 
blank check for 90 days of war- 


making anywhere in the world 
on presidential authority alone.”

He complained 
specifically that a section stating 
the President was authorized to 
commit troops only in case of a 
direct attacjt on the United 
States or an attack on U.S.

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Program For Release 
Before Trial Gets OK

The Region II Crime Commis­ 
sion Wednesday approved and 
sent to the State Crime Commis­ 
sion a revised plan for a pre-trial 
release program for Lancaster 
County. 


An earlier proposal for the 
program had smooth sailing un- 
ti 1 it was unexpectedly 
torpedoed at a meeting of the 
full State Crime Commission 
early this summer when Lincoln 
Police Chief Joe Carroll asked 
that it be tabled because he did 
not know if the program would 
work. 


After proponents of the plan 
made several unsuccessful 
attempts to dislodge it, the full 
state commission finally sent it 
hack to the regional crime com­ 
mission until supporters of the 
Lincoln Bar Association- 
sponsored plan and Carroll could 
reconcile their differences, 
Nate Holman, the new chair­ 
man of the bar association’s pre­ 
trial release committee, said 
that meetings with Carroll had 
produced a plan the chief would 
approve. 
Uhanges Outlined 
Among the major changes in 
the program, according to 
Holman, are that it will now be 


Panel Says Its Role 


On Study Is Catalyst 


At its Wednesday morning 
meeting the Region II Crime 
Commission appeared to be in 
agreement that its role in im­ 
plementing its jail study should 
be that of a catalyst 
“ I think the fear is that this 
(report) will just lay on a shelf 
somewhere,” commission chair­ 
man Roger Larson said. 


The commission agreed to 
send copies of the report to the 
Lincoln City Council, the Lan­ 
caster County Board, the 
County-City Building com­ 
mittee, and the police task force 
of the Citv-County Implementa­ 
tion Commission. 


Members agreed that the com­ 
mission could “keep prodding” 
to make sure that at least some 
recommendations in the 17-page 
report by HOC & Associates, a 
St. Louis architectural firm, 
would be carried out. 
“This (the report) is so broad 
that it would be utopia if we 


could get all this.” member 
Maurice Russell commented. 
R ussell said that if only a portion 
of the recommendations were 
carried out it would be great 
progress. 


At least one member of the 
commission was optimistic that 
the report will result in change. 
Member Robert Colin, who is 
also chairman of the county' 
board, said “it's not going to sit 
on a shelf, I can guarantee that.” 


A note of pessimism was 
sounded by member Sue Bailey, 
who is also a member of the City 
Council. She said she brought 
three previoulsy-written reports 
to the commission meeting that 
contain much the same 
recommendations as those in the 
new jail study. 


Bailey has been involved in ef­ 
forts to improve programs and 
facilities in the city jail for the 
past eight years. 


under the aegis of the Lancaster 
Public Defender's Office rather 
than the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln College of Law 
Holman said police will also 
have the authority to veto the 
release of any individual they 
feel will not return for a rra ig n­ 
ment or trial. 
Under the program, for which 
$10,125 in federal funds is 
requested, three law students 
would investigate the suspects of 
misdemeanors and recommend 
that those who meet certain 
standards be released on their 
own recognizance. 
The commission also approved 
a request from the Lincoln 
Police Department to install a 
sonic detection system that 
would alert police if a prisoner 
managed to escape from his cell 
into a crawl space above the jail. 
Police discovered a planned 
escape in August in which 
prisoners had cut a hole in a ven­ 
tilation duct that gave them 
access to the five-foot-high crawl 
space. 
Lt. Eugene Armstead told the 
commission that if a prisoner 
managed to get into the crawl 
space, he could drop down into a 
corridor or rooms outside the 
jail area. 
Commission chairman Roger 
Larson suggested the sonar 
detection system, for which over 
$2.000 is requested, is “sort of a 
burglar alarm.” 
The commission also gave its 
approval to an application for 
313,448 in federal funds to hire a 
“ systems analyst" to help 
develop an automated record­ 
keeping system, for police use. 


The commission had given its 
approval to an earlier applica­ 
tion for the same purpose, but 
that application was withdrawn 
when police discovered that 
current funds for programs of 
that nature were temporarily un­ 
available.

Link Between Cases Doubted 


Wilber (UPI) — Saline County 
Sheriff lidward Prokop said he 
seriously doubts whether there 
is any connection between the 
disappearance of an elderly 
Wilber couple and the apparent 
slaying of a rural Culbertson cou­ 
ple. 


However, Prokop said he 
plans to confer more with 
authorities investigating the ap­ 
parent slaving of Mr. and Mrs. 
Edwin Hoyt to see whether 
there are anv similarities 


between the Hoyt ease and that 
of Frank Oliva, 76. and his wife, 
Mary , 79. 


“ There are all kinds of 
possibilities.” Prokop said. “At 
this time, there seriously doesn’t 
seem like there is any connec­ 
tion between the two cases.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Oliva were last 
seen bv neighbors the evening of 
July 28. The Hoyts were last 
seen during a family dinner at 
their home Sept 23. 


A ring found on a finger of one 


of two hands washed up on the 
face of Medicine Creek Dam at 
Harry Strunk Lake near Cam­ 
bridge has been identified as 
belonging to Mrs. Hoyt. 


Fronter County Sheriff Lanme 
Roblee said in McCook that he 
was still awaiting fingerprint 
results from the State Patrol and 
a pathologist’s report from 
North Platte in an effort to 
secure positive identification of 
the portions of human remains 
found in Harrv Strunk Lake.

Seed suppbes for sorghum and 
com growers appear to be pretty 
good for 1974 in spite of wet 
weather, but soybean seed 
suppbes may be endangered if 
the weather doesn’t improve 
soon, according to seed 
specialists 
West Zart of N C Plus seeds in 
Lincoln reported that his com­ 
pany’s seed suppbes of com and 
milo appeared to be in good con­ 
dition Most of the milo produc­ 
tion grown for seed has been 
harvested in southern areas and 
farmers in this area are getting 
the seed com out under trying 
conditions 


“ We ha v en’t run a ny g ermina ­ 
tio n tests y et, but o ur g ro wers 
a re picking co m by using wa g o ns 
equipped with rea r bumpers so 
they ca n push the ea rs o ut o f the 
field if necessa ry ,” he sa id. 


Harvesting of early varieties is 
already com pleted and 
harvesting of late varieties is un­ 
derway now with some types of 
late com still high enough in 
moisture. A hard freeze could 
possibly damage germination, 
observers say. 
Dema nd Wa y Up 


“We don’t see any reason to 
cry wolf at this point on com or 
milo seed Demand is way up 
with sales about double what 
they were last year in terms of 
early fall orders We may have a 
problem with soybean seeds 
which we contract for, but it is 
too early to tell yet,” Zart said.

Wheat is being damaged by 
heavy rains that are washing out 
seed’ ditching fields and preven­ 
ting completion of fall seeding of

* This is still good feed Even 
the milo that was harvested this 
spring proved to be useful 
livestock feed.

Export buyers have avoided 
buying any milo showing 
weather damage because of 
customers who use milo as a 
human food instead of livestock 
feed This has resulted in sharp 
discounts for damaged milo at

The project will include con­ 
struction of a runway apron for 
aircraft parking, concrete 
taxiways, and instrument lan­ 
ding system for a northwest- 
southeast runway, relocation of 
existing buildings, construction 
of an access road and parking lot 
and lighting for the wind cone. 


Funding of the project will be 
75 per cent federal 10 per cent 
state and 15 per cent local.

He said McCook was picked 
for the division because of its 
central location between St Jo­ 
seph, Mo., and the Rocky Moun­ 
tains and the Canadian border. 
At full strength, the division 


will have 10 fulltime men and 
will hire 15 to 18 extra men when 
it is on call. 
Adams said the firm has no 
contracts with railroads but is on 
a call basis He said the service 
had been done in the past by 
general contractors because they 
had the heavy equipment. 


The Hulcher company has 
been in the pipeline business for 
30 years and stiU maintains a 
division for this work It is set up 
to take care of other emergen­ 
cies such as aviation and 
chemicals 
Kramer said Hulcher has a 
separate firefighting division 
which can be on location in 15 
hours either by highway or air.

The analysts predicted that, 
after some further profit taking 
and readjustments, the market 
would resume its generally up­ 
ward moves, unless a serious 
controversy occurred between 
C ongress and President Nixon 
over Agnew s successor. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials closed down 13.62 at 
9HO 57 It had been down a little 
under six points when the an­ 
nouncement came within the 
last hour of trading. 
Declining Big Board issues at 
closing had a 3-to-l lead over 
gainers in a volume of 19 01 
million shares, compared with 
19 44 million shares on Tuesday. 
The losers held less than a 2-to-l 
lead before the announcement. 
“The Agnew announcement 
just served as a catalyst,” said 
R alph Acampora of Harris, 
Upham & Co., explaining, “ We 
were looking for some kind of a 
downward movement because 
the market in the last few weeks 
has moved far ahead of itself." 
In other market news, IBM 
resumed trading Wednesday 
afternoon at 2 8 8 but by 
closing was at 274. still 12*'4 
points higher than its last trade 
at the close Monday. Telex 
closed down 11 * at 5. while Telex 
warrants on the American Stock 
Exchange were down 7/s at 2 *2. 
There had been no trading in 
Telex and IBM since Monday's 
close on Tuesday, the U.S. 
District Court judge who had 
ordeVed IBM to pay Telex $352.5 
million in antitrust damages, 
called for reconsideration of the 
award, saying he had made sub­ 
stantial errors in the com­ 
putations.

Former Student 
Pays For Meal 
30 Years Late 


Kalamazoo, Mich. (AP) — The 
memory of a good meal eaten 
more than 30 years ago has final­ 
ly prodded a former student to 
pay for it, Western Michigan 
University officials say. 
The school received a letter 
and a $5 check from an uniden­ 
tified former student of Western 
Michigan Teachers College, 
which became a university in 
1941. 
The letter, from Florida, said 
the check was for a ‘‘very good

Need For Hospital- Based 


Nursing Schools Is Told 


Nebraska will continue to 
need hospital-based schools of 
nursing to meet the future de­ 
mand for nurses, according to a 
report prepared for the 
legislature's Public Health and 
Welfare Committee. 
The document was prepared 
by the Nebraska Hospital 
Association at the committee's 
request. 
It states that no other 
educational program, associate 
or baccalaureate, can be 
expanded adequately to meet 
the needs 
The report acknowledges that 
the American Nurses Associa­ 
tion and its Nebraska component 
took a stand in the mid-1960s in 


favor of a shift to baccalaureate 
and associate degree educational 
programs for all nurses. But the 
new report says hospitals and 
nursing homes prefer to hire 
graduates of hospital-based 
schools of nursing because they 
receive more actual patient care 
experience during training 
As part of the association 
study, a survey of 18 Nebraska 
hospitals was made last month. 
Of the 771 nurses employed by 
the 18 hospitals, 7% were found 
to be graduates of a bac­ 
calaureate or 
four-year 
program. 87 
were diploma or 
three-year school graduates, and 
6 r had associate or two-year 
degrees
